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OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Paris, September 15, 1865. 
You must allow me to begin this letter by repeat- 
ing my lamentation over the dulness of the season. 
The extraordinary beauty of the weather, the heat, 
the apprehensions of the cholera, the unprecedented 
vintage, and the constantly increasing facilities for 
locomotion, have allured more people from town 
and kept them longer im the country than I remem- 
ber at any previous period. After I have mentioned 
five or six new works. I have mentioned all the new 
issues of interest. It is true we have had a good 
quarrel between M. Emile de Girardin and M. Alex. 
Dumas, the younger. The former accuses the lat- 
ter’s friends of conspiring to make his play un-| 
popular. The latter has demanded and obtained 
an inquest from the Dramatic Authors’ Society, 
_ which has acquitted M. Dumas of conspiracy, but 
said nothing of his friends. 

M. Emile de Girardin has written another play, 
entitled “The Three Lovers.” He has had it 
printed, but it has not been published, and it is 
not known when or where it will be played. 

It is rumored that M. Emile Augier, the well- 
known dramatist, will give us a novel this winter ; 
it is said to be in press. 

M. Rénan has in press, not only the “ Evangel- 
ists,” but “St. Paul;” the first work will be pub- 
lished in October, and the latter in November. 

M. Martin, the historian, has in press a work on 
Russian encroachments. 

M. Edmond About is working on a novel of which 
this—an incident of real life here—is the theme: 
A young man of enormous wealth is extremely in 
love with a young girl, but he cannot marry her, 
so great is the disparity between their social posi- 
tions. He goes to a school-fellow who is very poor, 
ignorant of the world, and absorbed by a love of 
chemistry, which is to some degree a platonic love 
in consequence of his poverty, and he says to him: 
“ You care for nothing on earth but chemistry ; now, 
if you will agree to my proposition, I will give you 
money enough to enable you to devote your whole 
time and attention to your favorite study. This is 
my proposition: Ask Mlle. in marriage ; she 
will not refuse yon; I have arranged all that with 
her. After marriage you both will take up your resi- 
dence with me, and you will be the nominal, I will 
be the real husband.” The poor student accepted the 
proposition. The two lovers launched their bark 
into the sea of pleasure without giving a thought 

.to the poor fellow whose ignoble connivance they 
had purchased, and who, absorbed in his science, 
gave no thought to them. They, by degrees, ran 
through his estate, and when poverty came the 
woman discovered that her lover was a giddy and 
heartless fellow. All this time the chemist has_ 
labored; he has made discoveries which have 
brought him wealth. He has looked around him, 
admires his wife, falls in love with her, and when, 
one day, the last cent of her lover’s estate has been , 
spent, she comes to him for bread; he feeds her, | 
her children, and her lover, and becomes in reality | 
her husband. What a corrupt society that must 
be in which such a revolting story can be accepted | 
as a faithful picture of real life! 

I joyfully turn from this sewage to the following |

His son, M. Henri Duvey- 
rier, has acquired a good deal of reputation as an 
African traveller. Whoever has not seen that 
slender, tall, and still youthful form, that firm and 
resolute carriage, that cheerful step, that lofty and 
slightly bald forehead, with a head of sparse hair 
which has just begun to turn gray, and especially 
that eye set in an ardent black brow, that enlarged 


pupil which seems eager to absorb the whole world - 


in its orbit, that glance which pierces and plunges 
into you, knows hot theman. The old Greek poets 
had but one word to express “light” and “ man,” 
as if man were really the lighthouse of creation. I 


| have never seen M. Charles Duveyrier enter a room 


without being reminded and understanding this 
confusion of words, this association of ideas. If 
man be a thinking reed (Pascal’s phrase), the reed 
with M. Duveyrier is constantly lighted at the top 
and luminous. In twolectures I am told he had a 
great deal of success. As I know with what fire 
he speaks extemporaneously, I regretted at first 
that he had not delivered his lecture extempora- 
neously ; but I have been informed that he read in 
a way to produce a still greater effect. This is 
really a talent.* However, it is not astonishing 
that M. Duveyrier, who is one of our most distin- 
guished dramatic authors, who knews the art of 
the stage and the art of dialogue, who excels in 
making ingenuous and eccentric personages speak, 
should have known how to give to what he read 
accent, tone, and physiognomy, and that in a long 
soliloquy he should have diversified the parts. He 
reached the mind and heart of his auditors of all 
ranks. He must, for instance, have told admirably 
well anecdotes like the following, to show the fre- 
quent contradiction between ideas and manners 
On the night of the 4th cf August, 
that immortal night when the privileges and distine- 
tions of nobility were abolished and sacrificed all 
together by the nobles themselves, M. Duveyrier’s 
father, then a young lawyer, patriot, and one of the

Dr. Henri de Saussure’s “Memoirs in Aid of the 
Natural History of Mexico, the Antilles, and United 
States,’ 3d and 4th numbers; the second edition 
of M. Fetis’ “ Biography of Musicians and General 
Bibliography of Music,” forming 8 vols. 8vo.; and 
M. Littré’s “ Death of Alexander the Great” (prov- 
ing the conqueror died of paludal fevers, and not 
by poison). ~ G. 8.

Mr. Nelson Poe, Judge Nelson 
and myself, together with Mr. Charles Suter, the 
undertaker, were the only persons attending his 
funeral. Mr. Edgar Allan Poe was the son of the 
brother, David Poe, Jr., of my first wife, Eliza Poe, 
and was adopted by Mr. Allen, of Richmond, on the 
death of his father and mother in that city. He 
has a sister, Rosalie Poe, now living, who came to 
Baltimore, a few days ago, in very indigent circum- 
stances. She was also an adopted child in the 
family of Mr. and Mrs. Mackenzie, of Richmond, on 
the death of her parents. Mr. Mackenzie died many 
years ago, and, with the exception of a few years, 
Mackenzie has taken care of Rosalie ever 
since; but, owing to the ravages of the war, is in 
very limited circumstances, and has gone blind, 
and has advised Rosalie to come on to Baltimore 
among her relations. 1 have been thus particular 
in stating Rosalie’s situation, in order that those 
ladies and gentlemen may not forget the sister of 
the great poet by contributing to her necessities at 
this time.

OBITUARY. 


The Rev. Francis Waytanp, D.D., long President 
of Brown University, Rhode Island, has been called 
away full of years and honors. 
completed the “three-score-years and ten” assigned 
by the psalmist as the ordinary term of man’s life. 
Educated for the medical profession, he early 
changed his purpose, and became a student in the- 
ology —a tutor—and a preacher, being pastor of a 
Baptist church in Boston, 1821-’26, and was ap- 
pointed President of Brown University in the latter 
year, at the early age of thirty. In this capacity, 
he showed great administrative power, and wrote 
several works on moral science which are text- 
books throughout the United States and largely in 
England. His style is lucid and forcible, and his 
philosophy is based on the simplest elements out 
of which, with eloquent logical reasoning, his struc- 
ture is strongly built. 


Jonaxn Franz Encke, Director of the Observatory 
at Berlin, has died, aged 73. A native of Ham- 
burg, he served in the latter years of the German 
wars against Napoleon, on whose fall he obtained a 
situation in the Observatory at Gotha as assistant 
to Herr von Linden, the director. He pronounced, 
in 1819, that the comet observed by Pons, at Mar- 
seilles, on the 2th of November, 1818, was the 
same as that previously seen by Mechain and 
Meissier in 1786 in the constellation Aquarius, by 
Miss Herschel in 1795 in the constellation Cygnus, 
by Pons in 1805, and that it would reappear in 
1822, its period being about 3.3 years, but probably 
would not be seen in Europe. It was observed by 
Runcker, at Sir Thomas Brisbane’s observatory, in 
New South Wales, on the #d of June, 1822, and 
Encke’s comet, as it has since been called, has kept 
its appointments with such punctuality that it 
might almost be regarded as a permanent member 


of our system, were it not for the gradual diminu- | 


tion in the time of its revolution, and its consequent 
approach to the sun. In 1825 Encke went to Ber- 
lin to take charge of the Observatory there, as a suc- 
cessor to the celebrated Bode, whom he succeeded, 
in 1830, as editor of the “ Berliner Astronomischen 
Jahrbuch.” The erection of a new observatory in 
1835, furnished with more powerful instruments, 


which was partly owing to a suggestion of Hum- | 


boldt, gave Encke an enlarged sphere of labor. 
His publications upon.astronomy and higher mathe- 
matics were numerous. 5S 

ApwiraL Wituiam Henry Smyrtu, formerly Presi- 
dent of the Astronomical Society of England, and 
founder and President of the Geographical Society, 
has also departed, in his seventy-seventh year. 
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|He had long been Foreign Secretary of the Royal 
Society, was one of the founders of the United Ser- 
vice Institution, and a visitor of Greenwich Obser- 
vatory. After long active service in the British 
navy, he retired in 1826, and thenceforth devoted 
himself to science, establishing himself at Bed- 
ford, where he erected an observatory, in which he 
began that laborious and accurate series of astro- 
nomical observations which resulted in the publi- 
cation, in 1844, of the “Cycle of Celestial Objects,” 
including the “ Bedford Catalogue,” a work univer- 
sally acknowledged as one of the best handbooks 
of practical astronomy extant. Admiral Smith 
published a great number of scientific works, in- 
cluding a nautical survey of the Mediterranean, 
and was considered one of the best astronomers in 
England. His son, Professor C. Piazzi Smith, lately 
published “Our Inheritance in the Great Pyra- 
| mids.” : 

Dr. Franz Any, who invented a new system of

Rhein, in Rhenish Prussia, not far from Dusseldorf. 
There he held the office of Gmynasialoberlehrer,

Mrs. E.izaBetH Moore, widow of the Irish poet, has 
| died at Sloperton Cottage, Wilts, and is mentioned, 
in the local obituary, as being sixty-eight years 
jold. This is a palpable mistake, for it would make 
her only fourteen years old at the date of her mar- 
riage (1811), whereas she must have been much 
vider, as she had been two or three years on the 
stage as a danseuse. Mrs. Moore survived her hus- 
band over thirteen years, and was in very easy cir-

BOOK NOTICES. 


HISTORY AND BIOGRAPHY. 

‘History of England, from the Fall of Wolsey to the 
Beath of Elizabcth. By James Anthony Froude, 
M. A. Vols. 3and 4. pp. xii., 480; xiv., 508. 
N. York: Charles Scribner & Co. 

Messrs. Scribner & Co. are issuing the successive 
volumes of this work with commendable rapidity. 
They will constitute a desirable addition to the de- 
partment of English history. Mr. Froude, by the 
freshness of his style, independence of views, and 
his bold revolt against certain time-honored tradi- 
tions, has brought forward many old historic prob- 
lems, and-demanded for them a new solution. Even 
where his-own solution is not accepted it provokes 
a new examination, and thus the general interests 
.of literature and criticism are benefited. The pre- 
sent volume brings the narrative down to the close 
of the reign of Henry VIII., in 1547. Our author’s 
estimate of that monarch is one of the features of 
the work which has chiefly attracted notice, either 
friendly or unfriendly. Mr. Froude himself adverts 
to this matter as follows, at the conclusion of his 
fourth volume: “ But, as it would be affectation to 
seem to be unconscious that the character of the 
king, as presented in these volumes, is something 
different from that which modern tradition has 
ascribed to him, so for my own sake I desire to say 
that I:have not advanced any novel paradox or 
conjectures of my own. The history of the reign 
of Henry VIII. is a palimpsest in which the original 
writing can still be read; and I have endeavored 
only to reinstate the judgment upon his motives 
and his actions—which was entertained by all 
modarate Englishmen in his own and the succeed- 
ing generation—which was displaced only by the

' calumnies of Catholics or antinomian fanaties, when 


the true records were out of sight; and when, in 
the establishment of a new order of things, the 
hesitating movements, the inconsistencies and diffi- 
culties inevitable in a period of transition could no 
longer be understood without an effort.” 


POETRY. 

Atalanta in Culydon; a Tragedy. By Algernon 
Charles Swinburne. pp. 113. Boston: Ticknor 
& Fields. 

Mr. Swinburne is regarded by the best critical 
authority in England as having by this production 
won position in the first rank among poets. He 
undoubtedly exhibits something more than talent, if 
not real genius ; and while the entire poem displays 
generally a command of the choicest diction, there 
are lines and passages of uncommon power. He 
has rigorously adapted himself to the antique Greek 
type, and while this may impart a sort of coldness 
and remoteness, and may not favor an immediate 
current popularity among indiscriminate readers of 
poetry, it will nevertheless attract the attention of 
that refined and cultivated class who appreciate Mr. 
Swinburne’s models. We recollect the rocket-like 
ascent and stick-like descent of the reputation ac- 
quired by certain newly announced poets. We call 
to mind Philip James Bailey, Alexander Smith and 
others, each of whom was welcomed with a shout. 
We are not therefore disposed to be over-rapturous 
whenever a new star first mounts above the horizon, 
and hail it as our “Tyrian cynosure,” until we are 


quite certain that its magnitude has not been ex- | 


aggerated by the mists through which its level rays 
first reach us. Nevertheless, we think there is in 
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Atalanta in Calydon that which will best please the 
most poetic taste. It is a production so thoroughly 
interpenetrated withethe results of a severe intel- 
lect and of a classic spirit as to place it far above 
all mere verse-making.
